Seott, Drummer Boy. 


The Boston Transcript says that Ju- 


lian Scott, drummer boy, Company E, 
Third Vermont volunteers, "received 
the first congressional medal of honor 
for bravery at the battle of Lee's Mills, 
Va., April 16, 1862. Hia dntiea did not 
require him to bo present on the field. 
Learning that four companies of his 
regiment, including his own, had cross- 
ed, the creek and were suffering terrible 
losses, and that many of his "comrades 
were killed and wounded, he started for 
the scene, forded the creek, and, in the 
face of a terrible flro and countercharge 
from the enemy, succeeded unaided in 
bringing two severely wonnded com- 
rades across the creek. A general order 
•was issued by his brigade commander, 
General 'Baldy' Smith, commending 
the heroic brav^oiy of this drummer boy. 
The act of congress granting the medal 
of honor was passed July 13, 1863, and 
it is reported that Secretary Stanton 
was BO pleased with-the-brarrery-of "this 
boy that as soon as the medals were 
ready he sent the first one to Julian 
Scott."

drews of the Connecticut.supreme court 
was mnch more lively than his brother, 
President Andrews oil Brown univer- 
sity.

WHAT TUB 
HISTORIAN SATS. 


Dr. John Olark Ridpatb, the scholar 


and historian, is a stong advocate of 
free coinage. He says the silver dollar 
was the unit of money and account in 
the United States. That dollar, to this 
hour, has nevei been altered by the 
fraction of a grain in the quantity of 
pure metal composing it. Every other 
coin, whether of gold or silver, has been 
altered time and again, but the silver 
unit, never 
The laws originally pro- 


viding for the coinage ol gold coins ex- 
pressly measures their value in silver 
dollars. He declares that if silver is 
admitted to unrestricted coinage, und 
the option is given the debtor to pay 
in money of either metal, the parity be- 
tween gold and silver will be immedi- 
ately established. 


Dr. Bidpath says " Not a single d 10- 


tlonary or encyclopedia m the English 
language before the year 1878, ever de- 
fined dollar in any other terms than of 
•liver." That year the administrators 
of the estate of Noah Webster, deceased, 
out the plates of our standard lexicon 
and inserted a new definition that bad 
become necessary m order to throw a 
penumbra of latioiiulity around the in- 
ternational gold conspiracy

the United Statea, knows whereof he 
speaks 
The editions of Webster's 


diotioiiaries^before the year,1878,defines 
dollar thus1 


"A silver coin of the United States, 


equal to 100 cents, 10 dimes, or 1-10 of 
au eagle " 


The Standard Dictionary of 1895 de- 


fines dollar aa follows 


"The standard monetary unit of the 


United States and Canada, equal to 
100 cents or about 4 shillings and l1^ 
pence, English money, represented m 
the former country by gold and silver 
coins and banknotes, and in the latter 
by notes only. In the United States, 
specifically, A silver com, weighing 


grains (371|^ grains of silver and 


41)4 grains of alloy." 


Here are two dictionaries, both ac- 


knowledged authorities, which define 
the dollar as a silver com of the United 
States, equal to 100 cents, yot cross- 
roads statesmen tell us the silver dollar, 
the unit of value, is a fifty-cent piece. 
The dictionaries give the legal defini- 
tion of a dollar, the precinct statesman 
gives the gold trust definition of the 
coin, but they are very careful not to 
part with a dollar for less than 100 
cents. 


WHY THE CHANGE? 


A few short months ago there were 


only a few men in Nevada who pre- 
tended to be opposed to the free coin- 
age t>f silv er. Then Republicans, when 
their loyalty to the silver cause was 
questioned, said they were as good sil- 
ver men as anybody. They were good 
silver nwn when their State Conven- 
tion met in Virginia City last spring 
and declared for free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. Three of them, Messrs. 
Strother, Cleveland 
and Overtcn, 


proved their sincerity at the National 
Convention by leaving it when it de- 
clared against silver, and many others 
in tbie State did likewise by declaring 
for Bryan for President There are, 
however, several persons who three 
months ago were decidedly for free 
coinage, but are now for the gold 
gamblers. Then they contended that 
only the restoration of silver would le- 
store prosperity to the country, now 
they act as if they believed that the 
continuation of the gold standard is 
necessary to secure that desirable end. 


Why, it may be asked, this great 


change in the opinion of several Re- 
publicans f We have the gold standard 
now, have had it for years under Cleve- 
land's aud Harrison's administrations 
Does the country prosper under it? 
Has any change for the better been per- 
ceptible in the last three months that 
these people should so change theit 
minds? If so,where did the change 
occur T There is certainly no evidence 
of it weit of the Allegheny mountains, 
as there are strikes in Ohio and the 
Obtoigo Stock Exchange is closed to 
prevent a panic. It is said that sane 
men have a motive in everything they 
do. If such ie the cose, and it is not 
disputed by psychologists, what is the 
motive that causes men who a few 
montha ago were for free silver to 
change their minds and now support a 
party that declares against free coin- 
age?

Last Night's 
Kmtbound 
Passenger 


Strikes an. Obstruction on a Culvert 
Went of Town. 
No 1, passenger train eastbouud, 


came in a little over halt an hour late 
last evening. The engine struck an ob- 
struction on the culvert opposite the 
Poor ranch two miles west of town and 
came near being derailed. From a pas- 
senger the JOTJBNAI, reporter learned 
that the obstruction was a heavy cast- 
iron wheel, and it is quite evident that 
it was placed on the culvert as the 
distance from the wagon road was too 
great for the wheel to have rolled on to 
it, and the position of the casting did 
not indicate tbat it bod fallen there by 
accident. Besides the fact that the 
culvert is at the east'end of a long fill 
would be additional Evidence that the 
casting was placed there to derail the 
engine and tumble the cars over the ten 
or twelve-foot bank of the fill. 


The engine struck the casting with 


great force, but shoved it along, and al- 
though the train was shopped it was 
not derailed.

ARTtSt SIGN PAINTERS, 


Men of GeolUB Who Have Engaged In 


Humble Employment. 


Commonly thera ia not it great deal 


of roal artistic valuq in tho signs that 
distractiugly.illuruinnto the streets.of 
ona- cities and towns. It ia, however, 
interesting to note that there have V>een 
in the annals of art not a few instances 
of noted .artists whom stress of misfor- 
tune compelled ut Minos in their care 
to tsiko to this. employment—at least 
temporarily. Soaia of tha old masters 
did not hesitate to turn thqir brushes to 
work of thia kind wlieu necessity com 
jaundecl, ami there hnvo heeri many 
swinging GIKUS of old taverns through- 
cub Great Bi-itiiiu paiutod by men of 
genius whoso talents had otherwise 
failed to fill, their poeketa with guineus. 
Du Muui-ior once painted signs, nnd 
iuoi'0 than one of his. coutomporjuics 
could if Bo would tell a talo of similar 
employment of his brush. 


In tho history of American art there 


h:vvo been some eases of men who fonnd 
sirjit painting moro remnnerativo than 
wfii'li of a higher character. Perhaps tho 
bc--^ known was Matthew Pratt of Phil- 
r-.dalphia, a talented portrait painter, 
who, having a family to support, hon- 
estly turned his hand in intervals of 
leisnu'o to the production of tavern signs 
iinil banners for political conventions. 


,On (ho other hand, there are not a 


few instances of sigu painters abandon- 
ing their craft for a higher sphere in 
art. And of American artists especially 
a number have begun iu this humble 
line. 3. G. Brown at tho outset of his 
career painted tho signs of the landscape 
pictures with which the old New York 
Broadway stages were decorated. Henry 
Smith Momit, a brother of1 tho more 
talented William. Sidney Mount, though 
a sign painter, executed some creditable 
pictures of still lifo aud became ah A. 
N. A. in 1833. W. S. Mount, first asso- 
ciated with hia brother, showed a'capa- 
city for n higher order of art. Ho \va, 
one of our early genre painters, devot- 
ing himself mainly to depicting tho hu- 
morous side of American rustic life. 
Francis A. Bilva and Arthur Quartloy, 
the marina painters, now dead, began 
their careers M sign painters. So die 
William McGrath, tho clever genre 
painter, who of late has been paintiru 
subjects u la Alma Tadema. Worthing 
ton Whittredgo and William Louis 
Socratag, both now well known as land 
scape painters, were painting signs to 
gother in Cincinnati a little more than 
40 years ago.—Detroit Free Press.

mortals do, and ho adheres to a custom 
still practiced iu this country by pen 
tlemen of the old school—that <«f nsiiif 
snuff to tickle his olfactories. Ij. is not 
generally known that the SKIM? used by 
tho head of the liomnu Catholic church 
ia niado in Baltimore especially for his 
use. This particular snuff goes direct 
fom proBitio Canton to the cacred pre- 
cincts of tho Vatican. It is the highest 
priced snulf made anywhere in the 
world, and its value is increased several 
tim»s ubuvo the original cost after the 
cxistoiLif! duty has Ijeeu paid to the Ital- 
ian government 


Tho sntilf for the prince of Romo is 


manufactured from the picket' tho finest 
Virginia and Kentucky tobacco, tho 
Baltimore firm which makes the snuff 
being cnrofnl that every vestige of stem 
is removed from tho tohacco before it 
nnilergoes the process which choujjes 
tho leaf to a sneozo provoker. Before it 
is packed tho snuff is flavored with the 
costly attar of roses. 


One hundred pounds were first ordered 


for tho Vatican. This was packed in one 
pound and five pound jars, each jar be 
icg placed in a leather case lined with 
cardinal eutin. Tho jars, were of tho 
same color, and each was tied with 
cardinal ribbon. In honor of Cardiual 
Gibbons, through whom the Bnltimoro 
firm secured its first order, the 
wnsonlletl "Cardinal sntifC." 


It is supposed that tho five pound jars 


found ti resliuji place in the private 
apartments of his holiness. The one 
pound jurs were used as presents from 
the pope to various cardinals mid to 
others of his friends fond of is good 
Baltimore sneoKO.—Baltimore Sun.

ONE OF THE MOST INTERESTING MEN 


EVER IN THE SHOW BUSINESS. 


An Ignorance Whose Depth and Breadth 


Made It Highly Entertaining—Stetson 
Was a Source of Fun Outside of The- 
atrical Circles aa Well as Within Them. 
There is a man born now and thou 


with n sort of humorous silver spoon in 
his month. Uninterrupted good fortune 
as a humorist smiles on him through 
life, and that, too, with no seeming 
effort of his own. He somehow acquires 
an early reputation for saying or doing 
funny things, which, once gained, noth- 
ing can take away. All the jokes in his 
line of his generation, nnd often some 
of earlier and later generations, are 
credited to him, and nobody cares to 
dispute the honor. Collectors of jokes 
are ready to accept Joe Miller as Joe 
Miller, but no literary scholar believes 
that he originated all the jests in his 
alleged book. Anybody can think for 
himself oi two or three similar examples 
in tho present half century, nnd, even 
so, it is not likely that John Stetson 
ever really said all or half the amusing 
things that wefe attributed to him. 
They were good stories, some of them, 
and they were told of Stetson, just as 
the story of fiddling while Borne burned 
was told Of Nevo, not because they were 
true, but to show what kind of man 
Stetson was. 


Tho stories which it was thought 


proper to fix upon John Stetson were 
those which exhibited any broad, com- 
prehensive and picturesque ignorance. 
He was an ignorant man no doubt—ig- 
norant enough, perhaps, to say all the 
things that it was ever said that he 
said, but the chances are that he did 
not say them all. But the stories are 
none the worse for that. Years ago 
Sophocles' "CBdipus Tyrannus" was 
played by the students of Harvard col- 
lego and excited great comment through- 
out tho country. It was discussed one 
evening at a dinner at which Stetson 
was present, and he cheered the com- 
pany by announcing that he had con- 
tracted with Sophocles for the writing 
of a new play to bo produced by him 
tho following season. 


This story belongs in the same class 


as u somewhat more elaborate one. 
Stetson once took possession of a new 
theater and discovered in the lobby a 
picture that did not meet his artistio 
taste. 
"Take that picture down," he 


said. 


"But, Mr. Stetson," somebody re 


monstrated, "that picture was painted 
by Michael Augclo.'.' 


"Michael who?" said Stetson, 
"Michael Augelo." 
"Well, take it down," said Stetson, 


"and discharge Angelo. I won't have 
any of these foreign scene painters 
around my theater j I'm going to em 
ploy Americans." 


This TO amused those who heard it 


that they at once told tho incident to 
friends of Stetson and themselves, anc 
among them was Jack Haverly, the 
famous negro minstrel manager. Hav 
erly did not laugh when he heard it, 
but simply looked puzzled. He thoughi 
for a few moments, and then a faint 
smile came into his face, and ho said, 
"Oh, yes, Isee; there ain't no such per 
son as Michael Augelo 1" 


This answer was thought good enough 


to take back to Stetson, who, it was as- 
sumed, must have taken pains in the 
meantime to inform himself of the his 
tory of art sufficiently to understand it. 
"What do you think, Stejaon?" said his 
friend. "We have told Jack Haverly 
what you said about Michael Angelo, 
and he said, 'Oh, I see; there ain't no 
such person as Michael Angelo!' " 


Stetson looked blank in his turn fora 


moment and then received his own little 
illumination as to tha humor of tho 
thing. "Why,' the ignorant old fool," 
he said; "of course he ought to have 
said, ,'Thero isn't any such person as 
Miphnel Angelo.' " 


This story again recalls another with 


a similar touch in it. The .converc-atiou 
onoo turned on a clever iwssngo in \V. 
J. Florence's old play, "Tho Mighty 
Dollar," in which Brerdwell Sloat ex- 
poses hia ignorance by referring to. a 
liaojiiEiia whom he had encountered in 
Venice. "Ye?," eaid Stetson, "that is 
cltvfcr j of course they don't have hacks 
in Venice; it-'a eiich u slow place they 
don't have anything but omnibuses and 
itiKle carts." This fable found its way 
into print again only a few weeks be- 
fore Mr. Stetson's death. 
" What do you think of So-and-so!" 


S;:elsou asked of a friend, naming one 
oi! tha actors of his company. Ho meant 
to ssk what his friend thought of the 
•,vay tho actor was playing the part in 
which he was then engaged, but the 
friend supposed that ho meant .to «sk 
what njaauer of man he thought him. 
So he answered, "He's wel} enough, 
only he seejns to me to bo a little too 
pedantic." 


This struck Stetson as a good word, 


and he stored it up in his memory for 
future use. A few days later, when he 
met the actor, ho said, ' 'I was in front 
watching you last night and thought 
yon .didn't piny that part quite as pe- 
dantic as you usually do." 


Sometimes Mr. Stetson's expressions 


amounted to epigrams. It will be re- 
membered that when. Gilbert and Snlli- 
van's '"Che Gondoliers";was first done 
in this country at the New Park theater, 
now the Herald Square, it was a dread- 
ful failure. It was clearly and obvious- 
ly so to anybody who saw any consid- 
erable) part of ,it, even if he were ordi- 
narily a bad judge of such things, and 
Stetson was not a bad judge. He had se- 
cured tho rights to the opera for New 
England, and he bad paid a good deal of 
money for them. He went to the New 
Park on the first night to eea and bear 
what bis property looked and sounded 
like. After the first act he strode out into 
the lobby and somebody heard him mut 
ter:" 'Gondoliers?' 'Gondoliers?' H'mt 
Gone dollars I"—New York Tribune.

American Method*. 


It ia most interesting to compare the 


different methods by means of which 
the highest grade of mechanical perfec- 
tion is attained in various countries. 
Notwithstanding tbe high character of 
American watches, for .example, the 
Onesfc Swiss watches will retain their 
great reputation. The Swiss workman 
receives the parts from the manufacturer 
In the rough, takes them to his home, 
puts his best individual skill into 1 ho 
finishing and assembling and brings the 
completed watches to his employer. 
The latter inspects the work, and out of 
t» batch of, say, 50 watches he selects 
five or six as worthy of his attention 
»nd puts the others into the regular 
trade under some general trade name. 
The selected watches he readjusts, work- 
ing over them for days, weeks and 
months before ho considers them worthy 
to bear his own name, and it is theso 
watches which go to those who not only 
have the money to buy, NA also tho 
patience to wait. 


A prominent firm of American jew- 


elers, chafing under tho inconveniences 
of this old world method of du.'Ufi 
things, sought to introduce American 
methods and see if tho highest grade of 
Swiss watches could not be made more 
methodically. A factory was bv.ilfc, en- 
ticing rates of wages were offered to tho 
most skillful workmen, and the experi- 
ment was tried. But, alas, tho Swiss 
workman soon found that no regular 
wages could pay him for his loss of lib- 
erty. To be on hand when the whistle 
blew in the morning, to have his stated 
hour for dinner and Ms fixed hour for 
quitting at night—these restrictions ho 
could not long stand. Formerly he had 
worked when ho felt like it and stopped 
when it pleased him, and when he was 
paid for one job he took his own time 
to begin the next, generally waiting 
until his funds ran low. Tho factory 
plau did not work for long, and the idle 
building now bears silent testimony to 
the Swiss love for independence, which 
is as much a factor in present lifo HS it 
hr.s Li.cn iu past history.—Cussicr's 
Magazine.
